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U.S. PROTESTS ATTACK 


Soviets 
Downed 
U.S. Jet 
Wiesbaden, Germany UB— 


A Soviet fighter plane forced 
down a U.S. Air Force plane 
in Communist East Germany 
and all three officers aboard 
were killed, the Russians dis- 
closed Wednesday. 


The fate of the twin-jet 


trainer, missing since Tues- 
day, was disclosed in a stiff 
note released in Moscow ac- 
cusing U.S. military authori- 
ties of a gross provocation 
"aimed at aggravating the sit- 
uation in central Europe." 


While the Russians did not 


say so, the U.S. Embassy in 
Moscow said they felt the ten- 
or of the note clearly indicat- 
ed the plane was shot down. 
It crashed in East Germany 
near Erfurt, about 140 miles 
northeast of its takeoff on a 
routine flight from Wiesbaden 
Air Base. 


The United States had asked 


t h e Russians about the T39 
after it was seen to vanish 
from' a radar screen. Radar 
watchers saw two blips ap- 
pear on the screen shortly be- 
fore that. They said the blips 
could represent either planes 
or antiaircraft shells. 


The U.S. Air Force In Wies- 


baden reported the trainer ap- 
parently strayed by error in- 
to East Germany because it 
had been forced to fly high 
above a storm. 


Dead in this latest flareup 


of the cold war were: 


Lt. Col. Gerald K. Hanna- 


ford, 41, Austin, Tex.; Capt. 
John F. Lorraine Jr.. 34, 
Jacksonville, Fla.. and Capl. 
Donald G. Millard, 33, Ukiah. 
Calif. 


There have been grave U.S.- 


Soviet confrontations on the 
autobahn to Berlin as late as 
last fall. But this was the cold 
war's most serious aerial inci- 
dent since the Russians shot 
down a U.S. RB47 reconnais- 
sance plane over international 
waters of the Barents Sea in 
July 1960, killing four of the 
six men aboard. 


The Soviet note said the 


plane had penetrated 55 miles 
into East Germany at an alti- 
tude of about 26,000 feet when 
a Soviet fighter went up to In- 
tercept it. The Soviet fighter 
signaled :hc T.19 to land, the 
Russians added. 


"The intruder did not react 


to these signals." the note 
continued, "but continued its 
flight deeper into the terri- 
tory of the GDR (German 
Democratic Republic).

told a news conference: 


"There is no qccstion that 


today's flight put us ahead of 
Russia in the capability of 
launching heavy payloads." 


Dr. Wernher von Braun, di- 


rector of the Marshall Space 
Flight Center, which is devel- 
oping the Saturn family of 
rockets, hailed the success as 
a milestone in man's efforts 
to reach the moon and added: 


years ago launched America's 
first satellite, the 31-p o u n d 
Explorer I. 


Asked about the military 


potential of Sa'.urn I, a space 
agency official said t h e r e 
presently arc no plans to use 
Saturn for a military role. 


"But," he added, "anytime 


you have a rocket with such 
great weight-lifting capability 
you can use it for any pur- 
pose." 


The Air Force is developing 


the 2-million pound t h r u s t 
Titan III rocket for military 
space missions. The f i r s t 
assignment will be a manned 
orbiting laboratory which will 
keep two to four men in space 
for lengthy periods to explore 
conditions for military opera- 
tions.

Washington (Jl — The United States protested "In the 


strongest terms" Wednesday what the State Department 
called "the shooting down" of a U.S. jet training plane over 
East Germany. Secretary of State Dean Rusk called it "a 
shocking and senseless act." 


The Soviet Union promptly rejected the protest and 


said the plane's errant flight was a "gross provocation" and 
"clear intrusion." 


Congress reacted angrily, 


viewing the incident as proof 
the cold war is still on. 


The T39 twin Jet took off 


from Wiesbaden Air Base in 
West Germany Tuesday with 
three officers aboard. It was 
tracked by radar for 11 min- 
utes as it flew into East Ger- 
many and crashed near Er- 
furt, 140 miles northeast of 
its takeoff point. 


The Soviet Union announced 


Wednesday 
the 
plane had 


been downed and the officers 
killed. 


The Stale Department, in 


a statement a short time la- 
ter, said the aircraft was un- 
armed, obviously lost, and 
"afforded no threat of a n y 
sort to the Soviets." 


Seek Cooperation

United States was asking the 
fullest Soviet cooperation in 
recovering the bodies of the 
lieutenant colonel and t w o 
captains aboard.

Old Picture Of 


Scientist 


Most crazes hit the American people 


quickly and subside just about as fast but 
there is one of recent years that shows 


• signs of sticking around. This is the re- 
search craze, born of the Russian Sputnik, 
•nuclear energy and industrial automation. 
It isn't hard to understand why research 
should come to have a special place in the 
hearts of people. It has done so because it 
offers them hope, it offers to them an an- 
swer to the problems they cannot even un- 
derstand, must less solve. 


When the cloud of ignorance can be 


lifted so easily, when we can just turn our 


problems over to a 
somewhat nutty 
fel- 


low in a white frock 
who toils away for lil- 
tic or nothing in a 


dingy place called a laboratory, when our 
future greatness can be secured with a 
stream of smoke rising from a heated test 
tube, then we have truly reached our mil- 
lennium. But unfortunately, this is not as 
the situation is or ever will be. Ignorance 
is not so easily removed but rather, de- 
mands of us a strong and endless fight. The 
scientist in this modern age is not the mad 
fellow that fiction used to make him out to 
be and his place of work is a long way 
from dingy. 


There is no certain security for our fu- 


ture, except In our willingness to xxork for 
it and the millennium is not \\ith us yet, 
if it c\cr will be. Still some people have 
this kind of an idea uhcn It comes to re- 
search. Thc> are looking for magic and 
they should know there is no such thing. 


"This is one of the tilings that bothers 


one of the very few people we know who is 
opposed to a Nebraska Research Institute. 
This person is Mr. Lewis E. Harris of Har- 
ris Laboratories. Mr. Harris might be re- 
membered by some as having been closely 
associated with the controversial film pro- 
duced some time ago on state budgeting 
by the State Chamber of Commerce and 
Associated Industries of Nebraska. 


* 
Thus, Mr. Harris is not known as being 


a political liberal and would logically be 
expected to have second thoughts in con- 
nection with a new venture on the part of 
government. A Nebraska Research Insti- 
tute, if it materialized, would be a new 
.venture on the part of government. We are 
not opposed to the institute idea but we 
must admit that Mr. Harris has a few 
points that are worth a lot of consideration. 
For one thing, he points out the danger in 
the general public clamoring for research 


when it is not fully understood what re- 
search is. You can't just spend enough on 
research and find the answer to the unem- 
ployment problem. You can't just spend 
enough on research and end up with the 
industrial dcvclopmcntjn the state that all 
of us want. 


Research, in fact, doesn't guarantee 


you a thing and Is dependent, even at its 
best, upon many human qualities such as 
Intellectual capacity, personal Integrity, 
diligence, patience, etc. Too, research Is 
costly and there is a lot of it going on In 
(he world today. This means you should 
know what you are doing and hot just trav- 
el any road simply because it Is marked 
"research." Also, there arc two fundamen- 
tal kinds of research, basic and applied, 
and there are definitely points of essential 
balance between them. 


Research, of course, has always been 


closely associated with institutions of high- 
er education. Here again, there are proper 
and questionable relationships that can ex- 
ist between research and education. N o t 
without exception do they complement one 
another and only with an intelligent and 
informed approach can we hope to gain the 
maximum benefit from each. 


In the area of research institutes, there 


is a final problem raised by Mr. Harris. 
Why, he reasons, is such an institute tax- 
exempt? He has a good point. An institute 
docs work for private industry as well as 
government and the results of Its research 
arc the private property of the sponsor of 
that research. 


For example, an institute may be asked 


by Corporation Z to develop for it a new 


adhesive. If Z had the 
facilities for doing this 
research, it w o u l d 
^^_^^^^^__^ pay taxes on them 


but no taxes are paid 


by the institute. Thus, the institute is a sub- 
sidy to private industry that uses it. Wheth- 
er or not you lake exception to this is 
dependent, to an extent, upon your political 
philosophy but it is certainly a point to be 
remembered in attempting to maintain the 
proper perspective of public affairs. A lot 
of research even outside the area of insti- 
tutes constitutes a subsidy somewhere 
along the line. 


Thus, there are a great number of im- 


portant elements for consideration in the 
matter of research. At the same time, it 
cannot be denied that the intelligent use of 
research is one of the greatest tools avail- 
able to man for meeting the demands that 
are constantly made of him. 


Exemption Of 


Taxes 


Business Not Impersonal 


It is known as private enterprise and 


is the best such economic system that has 
ever been devised but it isn't quite as pri- 
vate as the name makes it sound. It isn't 
private, for instance, when the business 
community makes a substantial change in 
its ownership and management structure. 


This was the case with announcement 


by the two firms involved of the merger of 
Gold & Co. of Lincoln and J. L. Brandcis 
& Sons Inc., of Omaha. Both are firms in 
the true meaning of private enterprise but 
their joint action has an effect upon many 
people. 


Fortunately, it will be a good effect 


upon Lincoln because it constitutes a note 
o[ progress, a sign of moving with the 
times. And the same thing can be said cf 
Omaha and all the eastern part of Nebras- 


ka. The merger of these two outstanding 
retail centers is an indictment of nothing 
and no one. 


Rather, this merger is a recognition of 


changing economic conditions and current 
corporate trends. It is quite properly de- 
scribed by its principals as a strengthening 
of their respective positions and as an im- 
provement of opportunity for the firms, 
those in the employ of the firms and the 
areas served by the firms. 


Lincoln is fortunate in that one of the 


main cogs in the city's outstanding mer- 
chandising structure has acquired an even 
greater security. It may sound corny to say 
that two heads arc belter than one but 
Lincoln and Omaha will both profit with 
the Gold's and Brandcis merger, a combina- 
tion the rest of the country will have a hard 
time equalling. 


Interest On Public Funds 


Rep. Wright Patman, chairman of the 


House Banking Committee, thinks the gov- 
ernment is subsidizing commercial banks 
by maintaining demand deposits of federal 
funds rather than time deposits. 


He is urging legislation requiring banks 


to pay for the privilege of handling federal 
balances. 


This is a hard question and requires a 


good deal of balancing out of factors before 
taking sides. 


While the Treasury largely uses the 


Federal Reserve banks as its paying agent, 
it does transfer funds from qualifying com- 
mercial banks about twice a week. And it 
docs need those banks for the general dis- 
tribution of its unused funds. Thus it en- 
hances the lending power for private use 
in all regions which contributes to the eco- 
nomic pace generally. Moreover, it relies 


on the banks for the details of handling 
government collections which entails cost. 


States deal with the matter in varying 


\\ays. Nebraska maintains balances of pub- 
lic funds in banks generally throughout the 
state. A few years ago it withdrew substan- 
tial sums and bought interest bearing fed- 
eral obligations. This was hailed by many 
as a prudent thing to do. The state en- 
hanced its income to the extent of the in- 
terest collected. 


But the general withdrawal occurred at 


a time when there was pressing need for 
private credit. The withdrawal created a 
hardship on local borrowers by diminishing 
the amount of loan capital. The question 
still remains whether the gain to the state 
from withdrawing its money and shipping 
it away was as great as the loss to the 
state economy. No one went as far as to 
figure that out, but someone should have. 


More Than One 


Probably the most expensive piece 0f 


public works outside of national defense in 
recent year is the federal-state interstate 
highway system. Yet if one evaluates it in 
terms of public satisfaction and national 
welfare it ranks as the best domestic prod- 
uct oi the Eisenhower administration. It is

hard to find anyone who is complaining 
about the cost. 


Although the system is not half com- 


pleted it is not surprising that demands are 
already appearing for a second program, 
adding many more miles to the original 
program. 


In this region it is north-south highways 


that are uanted. 


Such throughways offer a new dimen- 


sion of exciting economic expansion. 


The historic flow of travel and com- 


merce has been on an cast-west basis. This 
was established by the early day railroads, 
the general movement of settlement and 
the existence of great trade and financial 
centers along that line. 


But the years have changed this. The 


Middle West has developed centers of its 
own. They need to be more closely con- 
nected for more interplay of trade. 


Highway 81 has been mentioned as a 


probable interstate route of the future. That 
will be good. But it would be unfortunate 
to consider only one such highway for Ne- 
braska. 


Highway 77 demands consideration. 


Here is a highway that extends from Win- 
nipeg, Canada, to Brownvillc, Texas, a vir- 
tually straight line highway that connects 
such important cities as Sioux Kails. S.D., 
Sioux City, la., Lincoln, Neb.. Oklahoma 
City. Okla., Dallas. Corpus Chrisli and 
Brownville, Tex. 
Highway 77 continues 


from Brownvillc to become one of Mexico's 
Important highways. There is no better 
connection between Nebraska and Uic gulf.

Does t h i s 
mean he will always have u

He's 
an active child. His reflexes 
and alertness are good. What 
Is a f r a c t u r e, and could 
there be danger from it in 
the future? Football, etc.? I 
worry terribly. — MRS. V.G. 


Relax. You're already past 


the worry time. 


It is entirely possible for 


some head injuries without 
fracture to be worse than 
s k u l l fractures. This may 
sound odd, but it's true. 


A "fracture" is a break— 


"as simple as that. A frac- 
tured leg is a broken one. It 
can be anything from a com- 
plete break to a small crack. 


But remember this: T h e 


skull is just a big bone, and 
its purpose is to protect the 
brain. Often the fracturing 
(or cracking, or breaking) of 
a skull absorbs enough ener- 
gy so that the brain itself 
suffers little or no harm. 
That's what the skull is for! 


On the other hand, a hard 


blow to the head may not 
fracture the skull but t h e 
force will be expended in 
shaking the brain, slamming 
the soft brain tissues against 
the farther side of the skull, 
so that the brain is damaged. 
This is a "concussion." 


T h e r e are many quick 


ways of judging the effect of 
a blow to the head: How do 
the eyes look? Can the boy 
answer simple questions or 
is he confused or "disorient- 
ed"? Can he close his eyes 
and still retain his equilibri- 
um? Many such tests can be 
performed in a few seconds, 


as is done every weekend 
w h c n football players a r c 
jarred by a hard tackle and 
the team d o c t o r decides 
whether a boy is just jolted 
or may be really hurt. 


In y o u r boy's case, the 


skull wasn't depressed — it 
wasn't dented, so as to exert 
a pressure i n s i d e . That's 
fine! The skull was cracked 
instead. Too bad — but not 
alarming. The cracked bone, 
like any bone, will knit. .In 
youngsters, bones knit rapid- 
ly. 


Future X-rays, if any, may 


or may not show a sign of 
the crack, but in a case like 
this, where there is no indl- 
c a t i o n that the brain has 
been harmed, a few weeks of 
avoiding strain or bumps will 
be sufficient. Four to eight 
weeks is usually ample. 


Indeed, many youngsters 


(and a lot of'adults) have 
had f r a c t u r e s and didn't 
even know it. 


I'm opposed to boys on 


sleds bumping into poles, but 
if reflexes and alertness are 
not impaired, j u s t count 
yourself l u c k y and forget 
about a "weak spot" later 
on.

Dear Dr. Molner: I r e a d 


an article saying that you 
should rub ice or snow on a 
frostbite, but should not go 
into a warm place. It seems 
contrary to common sense 
that ice or snow (32 degrees 
Fahrenheit) would thaw t h e 
frostbite. Please explain this 
statement or refute it. —F.C. 


That old wheeze about rub- 


bing a frostbite with snow is 
—as you correctly surmise- 
false. It is worse than that. 
It is often downright harm- 
ful. 


Frostbite has been exhaus- 


tively studied. Rubbing a 
frostbitten car, hand, foot, 
face, etc., \\ith s n o w docs 
not help; instead the numb, 
frozen tissues can be bruised 
and damaged to a severe de- 
gree in some cases. So don't 
doit! 


It can be harmful, howev- 


er, to heat a frostbitten area 
too much. Don't expose it to 
a stove, fire, or radiator. Get 
the person indoors, but just 


let n o r m a I room tempera- 
ture do the thrawlng gradual- 
ly. Massage, if any, should 
be gentle. 


Dear Dr. Molner: Can sur- 


gery be performed without 
stitches? Our surgeon says 
no, but many people have 
told me they had no stitches, 
and no scar or mark of any 
kind. — MRS. H. K. 


Explanation of these seem- 


ing contradictions may be 
t h e use of subcutaneous 
stitches which close an inci- 
sion but do not show on the 
surface. Either the sutures 
may be left to absorb, or 
may be withdrawn, length- 
wise, requiring an opening 
no bigger than a needle.

Most often idiopathic or 


epilepsy of unknown cause 
usually starts in childhood, 
but with fair frequency it 
can start anytime later. 


Dear Dr. Molner: I w a s 


surprised to read an article 
on keeping orange juice in 
the refrigerator for several 
days. I understood that it 
loses Its vitamin content in 
no time, refrigerator or oth- 
erwise. After that It Is sug- 
ared water. — M. L. 


Refrigeration has s c a n t 


effect on the vitamin content 
(since canned juices keep in- 
definitely). The vitamin loss 
is principally through con- 
tact with the air. Keeping it 
in the refrigerator for a day 
or two results in some loss, 
but the juice is still worth 
drinking. 


My feeling is to squeeze 


(or mix) juice in such mini- 
mum quantities as arc pos- 
sible. If you can have fresh- 
ly mixed or squeezed juice 
each day. so much the bet- 
ter. But if you can't have 
such quantities, but must mix 
more at a time, don't think 
that a day or two destroys 
its value.

Except for a blown fuse in 
one of his lungs, he would 
still be there. 


But now Ed has left gov- 


ernment, replaced by an- 
other good man, Carl Rowan, 
once a crack reporter with 
the

Tribune, 


more recently U.S. ambas- 
sador to Finland. A sum- 
mary of the Murrow con- 
tribution to our propaganda 
(no longer an ugly word) 
agency would not be amiss: 


During his 34-month stew- 


a r d s h i p, facilities were 
considerably expanded. The 
U n i t e d 
States's 
voice 


changed, as does a male ani- 
mal at a certain age. Be- 
fore Murrow, we had 199 
USIA posts in 89 countries. 
Today we have 298 in 107 
countries, manned by per- 
sonnel of increased 
com- 


petence and 
sophistication. 


Ed, always a big leaguer, 
attracted more savvy men 
than any director who pre- 
ceded 
him. 
And inspired 


more loyalty among them. 


The 
Voice

spoke up twice as loud as it 
ever.had last February when 
somebody punched the but- 
ton that brought to life a new 
transmitter complex in North 
Carolina. It packs as much 
wattage as the top 96 U.S.

As we have mentioned in 


these pieces before, nothing 
produced by Murrow or his 
predecessors or successor in. 
USIA can be shown to the 
people who made or make 
the work possible—the Amer- 
ican taxpayers. When the of- 
fice was set up. to attempt 
to combat the enormous and 
well-planned effort by the 
Russians to inflict their own 
ideas on the world, It was 
regarded in Congress as a 
potential instrument of do- 
mestic politics. A president 
would use it to plug his 
chance for re-election, some 
felt. Thus there was written 
into the formulating legis- 
lation a clause that barred 
from U.S. view or ear any 
presentation of its material. 


That's a pity. It means that 


the public has no way even 
of spot-checking on what It 
is paying for. It means, too, 
as in the case of Ed Murrow, 
that the public will never 
quite know what a magnifi- 
cent job he did In present- 
ing all of us to an audience 
that numbers in the billions.

Senior Citizens Prefer Living Among Contemporaries

Many developers of hous- 


ing insist that older people 
prefer to live m a normal 
setting, surrounded by peo- 
ple of all ages rather than 
just their contemporaries. 


Bu^ it has always seemed 


to me that if I were old I 
would p r e f e r being sur- 
rounded by folks In my own 
age category. Youngsters 
may assume it would be 
depressing l i v i n g among 
older people. But they fail 
to realize that those who 
have grown old feel more 
comfortable among people 
who have been down t h e 
same road and with whom 
they have much in common. 


No less a giant than the 


Ford Foundation seems to 
have reached a similar con- 
clusion. At any rate, a re- 
cent foundation b o o k l e t 
quotes 
Irving 
Rosow of 


Western Reserve Universi- 
ty whose studies refute the 


common belief that mixing 
age groups leads to mean- 
ingful social contact and 
mutual aid between young 
and old neighbors. 


"Indeed, older people ap- 


pear to make f e w friend- 
ships outside their own age 
groups," says Rosow. "It 
Is among people of their 
own age that they find those 
on whom they can rely in 
limes of need. They may 
actually become more iso- 
lated in a community of 
mixed age groups, if they 
are a minority 
sprinkled 


among younger neighbors." 


Concludes Rosow, "It may 


be preferable that 
older 


people should live together 
in one block, where they 
can find companionship, and 
look out over the countryard 
to see children playing in 
the next block. This way 
they 
will be 
integrated, 


into the life of the com- 


munity m o r e effectively 
than if they shared a build- 
ing with younger people."

Larry Emery stables while Phillips, who won last year 
with Emery in his corner, has switched to the Gene Acos- 
ta camp.

division for this year's action. Phillips was the 112-pound 
king last year while Bornemeler won at 118. 


Defending champions who could show up at the mid- 


night hour are Bill Edwards of Fairbury, last year's wel- 
terweight champion, and heavyweight king Keith Werner. 


Edwards has been working out at Fairbury where he

and 
federal 
governments, 


with Uncle Sam paying slight- 
ly more than 50 per cent. 


Stcen said the arrangement 


Is the first of its kind between 
the stale and federal govern- 
ment, but indicated more may 
be In the offering. 


"This is a unique arrange- 


merit for'Nebraska," he said, 
"because it offers a chance to 
expand:recreational facilities 
for' the benefit of both the 
farmer "and the sportsman."

The development site is lo- 


cated on Dam 4J in the water- 
shed near Beatrice in Gage 
County. 


Construction activity will in- 


clude creation of a *I50-ucrc 
lake and adjoining public use 
urcu. Stccn said the Commis- 
sion will acquire title to land 
bordering on the lake so that 
it will-be open to the public. 


The federal government, he 


said, 
•yvill use the lake for 


flood 
control purposes. He 


said the Federal Soil Conser- 
vation Service will obtain title 
to the land involved in creat- 
ing the reservoir, then turn it 
over to the State Game Com- 
mission.

participation program offers 
Nebraska a chance to provide 
recreational waters for its 
citizens because of the state's 
firm.interest in flood control. 
/The state, he said, is prcs- 
entljrrJeycJoping many water- 
sheds throughout the state, 
each of .which contains many 
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reservoirs, some of which 
could qualify for the federal 
program. 


Under the program, Steen 


said, the federal government 
will build up a reservoir for 
recreation purposes if local 
citizens agree. The govern- 
ment can participate in de- 
veloping one reservoir in a 
watershed up to 75,000 acres, 
two reservoirs If the water- 
shed 
encompasses 
150,000 


acres, and three If the water- 
shed covers more than 150,000 
acres. 


The agreement calls for the 


state to increase the size of 
the reservoir by 50 per cent. 


"This program o f f e r s a 


great opportunity to Nebras- 
ka to enlarge its recreational 
waters program to meet the 
needs of the people," Steen 
said. "We hope local citizens 
will take an interest in it."

control information and de- 
vices for the needy is this: 


A woman who gives birth 


while receiving welfare as- 
sistance not only adds one 
more person to the relief rolls, 
but also contributes to condi- 
tions slowing her family's re- 
turn to self-sufficiency. A n d 
s h o u l d childbirth endanger 
her health, as it sometimes 
does in such circumstances, 
further complication and de- 
lay is created.

State Catholic Welfare Com- 
mittee attacked the new pro- 
gram. 


"The matter ... is not with- 


in the authority, function or 
competency of the state board 
of social welfare," said a com- 
mittee spokesman. ' 


"We fear that the welfare 


recipient, forced to depend on 
the state for the basic necessi- 
ties of life, can be influenced, 
directly or indirectly, to go 
a g a i n s t his or her con- 
science." 


Forbidden 


In some states, such as 


Connecticut and Massachu- 
setts, state law forbids the 
sale of contraceptives or the 
dissemination of information 
about birth control. 


On the other hand, Oregon 


set up a birth control clinic 
last October. 


For many years, birth con- 


trol assistance has been avail- 
able through the health de- 
partments of seven southern 
s t a t e s : Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia, Mississippi, North 
Carolina, South Carolina and 
Virginia. 


Maryland's State Health De- 


partment handles the situa- 
tion on a local option basis, 
providing matching funds for 


city and c o u n t y agencies 
which offer birth control serv- 
ices. 


Illinois started its program 


last year of providing infor- 
mation, devices and drugs at 
state expense in the admitted 
hope of saving millions of wel- 
fare dollars in years ahead. 


The District of Columbia 


p r o g r a m ' s beginning is 
planned within the next three 
months. 
Operating 
initially 


with a budget of $35,000 a 
year, the program is expected 
to lead to birth control clinics 
throughout Washington. 


Such welfare assistance al- 


so has been considered by 
legislators in Colorado a n d 
W i s c o n s i n , among other 
states.
